Pre-entefgence Weed Control 
tN Cotton 
Cotton planting time is here, and 
indications áre that lots of farm­ 
ers áre planning to control weeds 
in cotton this year by the use of 
pre-émèrgènce weed control chem­ 
icals. 
It takes lots of money to pro­ 
duce à cottoti crop, and labor costs 
makte tip a high proportion of the 
total production costs. Complete 
cottoti production records 
werè 
kept ph 27 fftrms throughout South­ 
east Missouri in 1960, and a sum­ 
mary of these récords revealed 
that án average of $133.97 per 
acre 
dr 
121.89 
per 
hundred 
pounds of lint produced were re­ 
quired to produce a cotton crop 
on thèsè 
farms. 
Labor 
costs 
amoiint to 24.2 percent of the total 
production costs. Since labor costs 
account for such a high proportion 
of thè total production costs and 
since chemicals offer so much pos- 
siblity fdt reducihg labor costs, this 
is a food plice to start. In South­ 
east Missouri experimental plots in 
I960, Divron, commonly known by 
the tráde náme Karmex DLf used 
according to recommendations re­ 
duced the amount of hoe labor re­ 
quired by as much as 17.7 hours 
per acre. This adds up to a sav­ 
ing of $8.50 to 9.00 per acre on 
weed control costs. 
Two pre-emergcncé weed con­ 
trol chemicals including Divron 
and Cipc are recommended for use 
in cotton fields by the Missouri 
College of Agriculture. Divron is 
recommended at the rates rang­ 
ing from one pound per acre on 
light soils to 1.5 pounds per acre 
on heavy clay soils. CIPC is rec­ 
ommended at rates ranging from 
six pounds per acre on light soils 
to nine pounds per acre on heavy 
soils. These rates of application 
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are based on overall 
coverage 
and should be adjusted in accord­ 
ance with the proportion of row 
width covered by the treated band. 
We have copies of mimeograph­ 
ed information entitled “Chemical 
W eeJ Control’’ for Missouri Cot­ 
ton Producers which outlines rec­ 
ommendations of the College of 
Agriculture pertaining to the use 
of weed control chemicals, equip­ 
ment for chemical weed control, 
and information to use in calibrat­ 
ing a sprayer to apply the proper 
amount of chemical. You may ob­ 
ta in a copy by contracting the Un- 
j iversity Extension Center in Bloom- 
; field. 
Banding fertilizer containing ni­ 
trogen, phosphate, and potash near 
the row will result in higher yields 


j of cotton, according to the results 
! of experimental work conducted 
! by the University of Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
There experiments were conduct­ 
ed on both sandy loam and “gum­ 
bo” or heavy clay soils. Four years 
average results obtained on sandy 
loam 
soils 
showed that 
400 
pounds of a 
complete 
fertilizer 
applied as a starter produced 685 
pounds of lint cotton per 
acre 
compared to 586 pounds produced 
where the same fertilizer applica­ 
tion was broadcast and plowed 
down. Four year average results 
on aheavy clay soils showed that 
504 pounds of lint per acre were 
produced where 400 pounds of a 
| complete fertilizer were applied 
as a starter 
compared 
to 
392 
pounds produced where the same 
fertilizer treatment was broadcast 
and plowed down. Incidentally, on 
the heavy clay soil, the five-year 
average results also showed that 
banding the same fertilizerr treat­ 
ment under the bed produced 578 
pounds of lint per acre which 
amounts to an additional increase 
! of 75 pounds of lint per acre over 
the yield produced by the starter 


application. 
Of course, we recommend ferti- 
lizihg cotton as well as other crops 
according to soil test. If you have 
had soil tested recently’, you will 
notice that the recommendations 
call for banding considerable ferti­ 
lizer in the row’. If your soil is low 
in phosphate and potash, you will 
also notice that your recommenda­ 
tion will also call for broadcasting 
some phosphate and potash and 
plowing it down and applying the 
banded treatment in addition. 


Slay In Or Get Out 


COLUMBIA. Mo. — Automation 
may mean, the difference between 
staying in the livestock business or 
having to get out, according to 
Ralph Ricketts, extension agricul­ 
tural engineer at the University of 
j Missouri. 
Ricketts spoke on feeding layouts 
and equipment to livestock produc­ 
ers attending the annual Livestock 
Day. 
Feeding 
automation 
can 
help 
Missouri producers compete with 
I other livestock areas. "We are in 
competition with others — wheth­ 
er we like it or not,” Ricketts said. 
Automation tends toward larger 
operations and greater specializa­ 
tion. However, Ricketts indicated 
he didn’t think big feeders will 
take over livestock production. 
“The family - sized farms wrill 
be producing livestock in Missouri 
for a long time,” Ricketts said, 
j "It may be changed from the 
family - sized farm of the past — j 
but it will still be the family - 
sized farm.” 
Automation doesn’t always mean 
bigness, Ricketts told the stock­ 
men. "Many of you want to make 
feeding easier so you can operate 
with your own labor. Others want 
to spend more time on other jobs 
! such as raising crops.” 
Farmers switching to automa­ 
tion were advised to watch over­ 
head costs. Over optimism 
can 
lead 
to 
spending 
more 
money 
than we can possibly get back, 
; Ricketts said. 
It’s better to grow into automa­ 
tion, rather than plunging in. This 
way we make fewer mistakes and 
learn as we go along. Automation 
ususally takes better management 
than old feeding systems, Ricketts 
1 said.

This week jou can begin the 
first plantings of warm 
season 
vegetables, but limit the plantings 
to sweet corn 
and 
bush 
beans. 
Cool season crops that still can be 
planted include spinach, mustard, 
and radishes. 
According to 
the latest 30-day 
weather forecast, Missouri will be 
cool and dry during this period. 
These conditions are nearly ideal 
for all you spring planted crops — 
crops that make their best growth 
during cool weather. 
It means also, that you shouldn’t 
get in too big S hurry to set out to­ 
matoes, peppers, sweet potatoes, 
cucumber«, cantaloupes, and wa­ 
termelons. 
These 
vegetables 
do 
wrell only after the weather has 
warmed up. Actually you shouldn’t 
set out these vegetables until aft­ 
er the frost free date for your 
area. 
Around Columbia the frost free 
date is about May 10. As you 
go ^outh, except for the Ozark pla­ 
teau area, thé frost free date is 
about a week earlier. The north­ 
ern tier of twTo or three counties 
would have a frost free date of 
about May 15. only the bootheel 
counties is the frost free date as 
early as April 30th. 
Now let’s get back to sweet corn 
and bush beans. The sweet corn 
variety picure gets more confus­ 
ing every year. So many new var­ 
ieties appear each year and many 
are not especially adapted to Mis­ 
souri growing conditions. 
Follow’ing is a list of proven var­ 
ieties — varieties we know have 
been successfully grown in Mis­ 
souri. 
GOLD RUSH — probably one of 
the best early maturing varieties. 
Varieties earlier than Gold Rush 
have usually proven inferior. 
F-M CROSS — a relatively recent 
introduction. Probably one of the 
best medium early varieties. 
GOLDEN CROSS BANTAM — 
still one of the best mid-season 
varieties Although It has some 
disadvantages, a good strain that 
can hardly be beat for quality. 
STOWELL’S EVERGREEN HY­ 
BRID — a vigorous grower, per­ 
haps the best late variety of sweet 
corn. This is a white sweet corn. 
Instead of making plantings of 
sweet corn every week or so to 
try to have a continuous supply of 
fresh corn, consider the following 
suggestion. Obtain all four of the 
varieties described. Plant them in 
small blocks of at least two or 
three rows to aid in pollination. 
Gold Rush will mature in about 
70 days; F-M Cross, about 79 days; 
Golden Cross Bantam. 85 days; 
and Stow’ell’s Evergreen Hybrid, 
93 days. This gives you almost a 
continuous harvest for about 30 
days. 
With bush beans, you again have 
a wide choice of varieties. But 
don’t forget tw’o farieites that have 
performed remarkably well during 
the past 10 years, Topcrop and 
Contender. Both varieties are high 
yielders of excellent quality. Con-

tender Is perhaps the most heat 
tolerant of the two. Topcrop is rec­ 
ommended for freezing. Both make 
an excellent canned product. 


4-H Horsemanship Project 


4-H Horsemanship is one of the 
fastest growing 4-H projects in the 
state. In 1957 there were 775 boys 
and girl* enrolled, but by 1961 
this had more than doubled to 1586 
members. Early reports indicate a 
record 
enrollment 
again 
this 
year 
What is the significance of this 
increased enrollment in 
Horse­ 
manship? Why are more bovs and 
girls interested 
in horses? And 
how may project leaders use this 
interest to further the development 
of the members? These are some 
questions I’d like to discuss with 
you. 
Perhaps this 
increased enroll­ 
ment reflects the changing times 
affecting both the rural and urban 
areas of Missouri. As the 4-H Club 
Program expands, providing more 
opportunities for boys and girls, 
new projects become necessary to 
meet their needs and interests. Odd 
ly enough this project is growing 
in popularity even faster in the ur­ 
ban areas and small towns than 
in the rural areas. 
In the 
horsemanship 
project, 
just as in all other 4-H projects, 
the boy and girl are the most im­ 
portant. The horse is really secon­ 
dary, in that it is only a way of 
interesting 
the 
members. 
What 
happens to the member is the 
most important. Do they have an 
opportunity to develop self - con­ 
fidence, leadership 
abilities, 
and 
good citizenship traits as well as 
specific horsemanship subject mat­ 
ter and skills? This is why proj- 
act meetings need to be planned, 
so that they are more than just a 


place to ride horses and have fun. 
Horsemanship project leaders of­ 
ten ask, “How can we be of more 
help in really developing lxns and 
girls enrolled in horsemanship?” 
First, may 1 say that whatever 
is done would be built around their 
interest in horses. Opportunities 
for individual and group participa­ 
tion in activities and events appeal 
to boys and 
girls. 
Showmanship 
events, exhibits or shows, and judg­ 
ing all give opportunity for the 
members to have new experiences 
that help them develop themselv­ 
es. 
Project meetings in the most 
successful groups include all these 
things in addition to “horseback 
riding.” Contests appeal to most 
boys and girls, so why not include 
them in project meetings. A horse 
fitting and showmanship contest is 
very appropriate. Others might in­ 
clude demonstration contests, judg­ 
ing contests, riding contests, etc. 
Some clubs use a 
well-planned 
trial ride, giving the members this 
opportunity to put into practice 
w’hat 
they 
have 
learned 
about 
horsemanship. Some of these trial 
rides are overnight events which 
involve sleeping out or “roughing 
it” for one night. 
Members who may be enrolled 
in both horsemanship andd Junior 
Leadership have many opportuni- 
ties to learn and practice leader­ 
ship. Project leaders can 
help 
these older members to plan and 
carry out various jobs that assist 
the leader. To do so gives the mem­ 
bers a feeling of worthiness and 
importance which is needed to 
hold their interest. Of 
course, 
Horsemanship project leaders and 
members should take part in coun­ 
ty 4-H events such as 4-H Sun­ 
day, 
County 
Achievement 
Day, 
County Camp, recreation events, 
etc.

College Education 
For More Boys 


COLUMBIA. Mo. — Increased 
agricultural research and a col­ 
lege education for more boys who 
want to farm are the two most 
important factor«; for an advanc­ 
ing agriculture, Missouri livestock 
men were told here today. 
The speaker was H. H. Stonaker, 
professor of animal science at 
Colorado 
State 
University. 
He 
spoke at the annual University of 
Missouri Livestock Day program 
i held on campus. 
Stonaker labeled as short sight­ 
ed and misleading 
two 
current 
ideas some hold about agriculture; 


j (1) 
That 
agricultural 
research 


j and development should be slowed 
or stopped 
because 
of 
present 
abundant supplies of some farm 
; products. (2) That there is no fu- 
; ture on the farm. 
Looking ahead, stonaker said he 
believes that agriculture in the fu­ 
ture will operate increasingly in a 
free world market. 
"I think wre will fin dour selves in 
an enviable position at least so 
far as agriculture is concerned,” 
he continued. “We know we can 
produce wheat, corn, beans, eggs, 
and poultry meat and many other 
agricultural commodities now as 
i cheaply as any other country in 
( the world. 
The Colorado scientist gave cre­ 
dit for this abundant agricultural 
production to research, know - 
how. and big farms which are high­ 
ly adaptable to automation. 
He said figures show th at for 
each dollar spent for agricultural 
research, there had been a con­ 
tinuing 270 T>er cent return on in­ 
vestment. However, funds allocat­ 
ed for agricultural research keep 
lugging. 
Nationally, 
funds 
for 
health research increased almost 


400 tunes m 20 years. Industrial 
research 
increased 60 per cent. 
Relative to national product, ag­ 
ricultural research now amounts 
to about 12 per cent of that in 
industry and other areas. 
As for opportunities In farming, 
Stonaker said that average farm 
income figures often don’t give a 
true picture. 
“The number of opportunities for 
decent livelihoods on farms in In­ 
creasing rapidly, not decreasing,’* 
he said. “The picture for those en­ 
gaged in food production on the 
modern farm is not a dull and de­ 
pressing picture. It is an exciting, 
expanding growth industry, need­ 
ing well - trained, 
imaginative, 
hardworking 
replacem e n t s 
In 
much greater numbers than ara 
jiresently being trained." 
Stonaker especially urged the 
sons of families now operating ec­ 
onomically sound farm units to 
get a college education in prepara­ 
tion for farming. He ponited out 
the technology, economics, and pol­ 
itics of modem aagriculture. He 
noted that the chances for finan­ 
cial success are greater for the 
university - educated farm er or 
rancher. 
He concluded 
by 
saying that 
farm and city 
people must be 
made aware of the tremendous 
opportunities 
for agriculture 
to 
help make the U. S. stronger, and 
provide a greater service to the 
rest of the world.

Dividend Withholding: A 
Break For Taxpayers 
We see no sound objection to th r 
plan to withhold the federal in­ 
come tax on dividends and interest. 
The T reasury 
says 
this 
device 
would bring 600 million dollars Into 
the coffers each year. If so. this 
can be a move to help balance the 
budget without increasing the tax 
rate. 
Of course the withholding job 
would be an added inconvenience 
to business, the banks and the sav­ 
ings organizations. But, certainly, 
it would be preferable to higher 
taxes. 
Business 
already 
suffers 
from a tax overload that obvioiolv 
is a wet blanket on the economy. 
Withholding on dividends and in­ 
terest would be expected to root 
out m any people who are cheating 
everyone else by not paying their 
fair share under the present tax 
law.

THE MYTH 


Among the myths in the propaganda repertoire of the 
professional unionist is the contention that right to work 
laws hurt the economic climate of the states that have them. 
Even ii this ridiculous claim were true, the history of 
America refutes the thought that Americans would be wall­ 
ing to trade personal freedom for a few pieces of silver. 
Fortunately, state right to work laws do not harm the 
prosperity or have an unfavorable economic impact upon a 
state. Reports from right to work states and from their en­ 
vious neighbors show the fallacy of the union myth. 
Recently, the Norman (Okla.) Transcript editorially glanc­ 
ed across the state line to Arkansas, and raised an eyebrow’; 
”Ft. Smith is just across the state border from Oklahoma. 
Some of the industries that located there could have found 
just as favorable conditions in Oklahoma for their operations 
except for one thing, we do not have a right to work law”. 
The newspaper was impressed by the fact that in the last 
five years 45 new industries have moved into Ft. Smith, 
bringing CO,OOO new’ jobs and scores of union locals to 
Arkansas—the first state to adopt right to work. 
This success story is echoed in Kansas which won its place 
among the right to work states in 1958. According to the 
Kansas Industrial Development Commission, the greatest 
number of new plants and new jobs added in Kansas occur­ 
red in 1959, the first full year of the state’s right to work 
law. The year saw 117 new plants with 2,842 new employees. 
Kansans Say right to work is responsible for better labor 
relations, and a better attitude on the part of union officials 
because they are more responsive to the needs of the mem­ 
bers. 
Utah’s experience since it enacted a voluntary unionism 
statute in 1955 is in agreement. In 1955 manufacturing 
workers in Utah had a weekly wage of $76.83, while neigh­ 
boring Idaho’s wage level was $80.59. Six years after right 
to work, Utah’s wage increased 35.4‘7 to $103.72 a week. 
Idaho, where union bosses confused the voter and prevented 
a free unionism statute, the wage increased only 9*7 to 
$87.86. In Nevada, union propagandists predicted in 1952 
that wages would be cut 31 '< if right to work passed. The 
law was adopted, and by 1956 construction wages were up 
from 50 to 77 cents an hour over 1952. 
The U. S. Department of Commerce figures show a simi­ 
lar trend. Of the five states with the greatest percentage of 
personal income gains tier capita it 1960 three were right to 
work states; South Dakota, 23*. ; North Dakota, 12% ; and 
Nebraska, 7*.« . Hawaii and Alaska also showed 7% gains. 
In all the 50 states, the average incomes rose except in three 
—all non-right to work states; Idaho. louisiana, and New 
Mexico. 
A check of Lalxir Department statistics by the New’ York 
Joint Council of Teamsters is a bitter pill to the advocates 
of forced unionism. The union found that New* York ranks 
28th 
in 
average weekly earnings 
of factory workers, below 
some of 
the states that have the 
right to work.

For g ra n u la r rigs to give the 
best control, the ground should be 
smooth and flat. It is not always 
possible to get this done, as j o i 
well know.

cal in others? 
Tests 
conducted

adjusting the equipm ent. Suppose 
you are planting on a dry. w arm 
day and get your g ran u lar rig set 
al the rate you would like to have 
it. If the humidity gets to be quite 
high the rig will not p ut out enough 
chemical to do the job. The g ra n ­ 
ules will not flow 
as evenly on 
humid days as they will on a w arm , 
dry day. 
Another disadvantage of a g ra n ­ 
ular rig is

I SF GRANULAR OR SPRAY? 


Should I use a spray rig to ap­ 
ply chemicals or would it be bet­ 
ter to go to a granular rig? Tins 
question is a problem for many 
farmers in 
the planting season. 
Since most people have a spray 
rig already and are well acquaint­ 
ed with the disadvantages of such 
I equipment, I will restrict my coni- 


J meats to granular rigs. 


There are several disadvantage 
I es to granular rigs. jThe first thing 
I you probably think of Is tRe ad- 
! ditional cost. You have to invest 
money in a new rig when usually 
there is a spray rig on hand a1- 
i ready. 
For granular rigs to give the 
best control, the ground should be 
j smooth and flat. It is not always 
possible to get this done, as \o.j 


I well know*. If your ground is clod­ 
dy. the granules are inclined to 
! roll off the clods and ‘‘jiool lip” , 
giving 
higher 
concentration 
cf 
chemical in places and no chemi* 
j cal in otherss 
Tests 
conducted 
on 
granular 
rigs show 
well 
the problem 
of 
adjusting the equipment. Suppose 
you are planting on a dry, warm 
day and get your granular rig set 
at the rate you would like to have 
it. lf the humidity gets to be quite 
high the rig will not put out enough 
chemical to do the job. The gran­ 
ules will not flow1 as evenly on 
humid days as they will on a warm 
dry day. 
Another disadvantage of a gran­ 
ular rig is that generally 
they 
are suited for pre-emerge weed 
control only. You cannot post-em­ 
erge and control weeds and grass­ 
es with a granular rig. This makes 
it necessary in most cases to ha\e 
a spray rig on hand if the original 
pre . emerge chemical does not 
work. 
You cannot control many insects 


with a granular rig which can be 
done with a spray rig. Granular 


* rigs have not been developed as 
well as spray rigs which means 
that manufacturers have not had 
adequate time to work out all the 
problems. 
Spray rigs have been around a 
long time and most of them are 
quite satisfactory. 
It 
is not always possible to ob- 
I tain the chemicals readily in gra­ 
nular form, whereas generally they 
ale available in liquid form. 
Then, too, the cost of the chemi­ 
cals are higher in a granular form 
It is quite obvious that the'o 
are advantages to having a granu­ 
lar rig. First is the light weight of 
the rig itself, in addition to .he 
, light weight of the chemicals. This 
all makes for less labor and less 
equipment required to get the job 
done. As a result, you get the job 
done quicker and much simpler. 
There is somewhat less danger 
: to the human body througgh con­ 
tact with granular chemicals since 
they do not soak up clothing and 
w ill not stick to your skin as read­ 
ily as liquids will. 
Granular rigs are well suited for 
remotely located fields where it 
is 
hard 
to transport necessary 


water for liquid application. This 
j brings about less need for an ad­ 
ditional 
tractor, 
barrels, 
pump, 
j and other equipment needed. 


I am sure you have “oncluded 
from this discussion that if your 
land is very scattered and your 
soil tyj>e varies from field to field 
your best solution would be to 
have a combination of both a gran­ 
ular rig and a spray rig 
Chemicals are here to stay. TI ley 
are going to play a much more 
Important part in the future in 
agricultural production than they 
, have in the past. On most farms 
there will be a place for a granu­ 
lar applicator as well as a spray

Pr*-eirtergence Weed Control 
IN Cotton 
Cotton planting time is here, and 
indications ire that lots of farm­ 
ers are planning to control weeds 
in cotton this year by the use of 
pre-emfergence weed control chem­ 
icals. 
It takes lots of money to pro­ 
duce a cottoh crop, and labor costs 
makfe up a high proportion of the 
total 
production costs. 
Complete 
cotton production records 
were 
kept ott 27 farms throughout South­ 
east Missouri in 1960. and a sum ­ 
mary of these records revealed 
that 
An average of $133.97 per 
acre 
dr 
$21.89 
per 
hundred 
pounds of ltnt produced were re­ 
quired to produce a cotton crop 
on thfese 
farms. 
Labor 
costs 
amount to 24.2 percent of the total 
production costs. Since labor costs 
account for such a high proportion 
of the total production costs and 
since chemicals offer so much pos- 
siblity for reducihg labor costs, this 
is a good place to start. In South­ 
east Missouri experimental plots in 
I960, Divron, commonly known by 
the trAde ndrne Karmex DLf used 
according to recommendations re­ 
duced the amount of hoe labor re­ 
quired by as much as 17.7 hours 
per acre. This adds up to a sav­ 
ing of $8.50 to 9.00 per acre on 
weed control costs. 
Two pre-emergence weed con­ 
trol 
chemicals 
including 
Divron 
and Cipc are recommended for use 
in cotton fields by the Missouri 
College of Agriculture. Divron is 
recommended at the rates rang­ 
ing from one pound per acre on 
light soils to 1.5 pounds per acre 
on heavy clay soils. CIPC is rec­ 
ommended at rates ranging from 
six pounds per acre on light soils 
to nine pounds per acre on heavy 
soils. These 
rates of application 
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are based on overall 
coverage 
and should be adjusted in accord­ 
ance with the proportion of row' 
width covered by the treated band. 
We have copies of m im eograph­ 
ed information entitled “ Chemical 
Weed Control’’ for M issouri Cot­ 
ton Producers which outlines rec­ 
ommendations of the College of 
Agriculture pertaining to the use 
of weed control chem icals, equip­ 
ment for chem ical weed control, 
and information to use in calibrat­ 
ing a sprayer to apply the proper 
amount of chemical. You may ob­ 
ta in a copy by contracting the Un­ 
iversity Extension Center in Bloom­ 
field. 
Banding fertilizer containing ni­ 
trogen, phosphate, and potash near 
the row will result in higher yields 
of cotton, according to the results 
of experim ental 
work conducted 
by the University of Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
There experim ents were conduct­ 
ed on both sandy loam and “ gum ­ 
bo” or heavy clay soils. Four years 
average results obtained on sandy 
loam 
soils showed 
that 
400 
pounds of a com plete 
fertilizer 
applied as a starter produced 685 
pounds of lint cotton 
per 
acre 
compared to 586 
pounds produced 
where the sam e fertilizer applica­ 
tion was 
broadcast and plowed 
down. Four year average results 
on aheavy clay soils showed that 
504 pounds of lint per acre wrere 
produced where 400 pounds of a 
complete 
fertilizer were applied 
as a starter 
com pared 
to 
392 
pounds produced where the sam e 
fertilizer treatm ent v \ a s broadcast 
and plowed down. Incidentally, on 
the heavy clay soil, the five-year 
average results also showed that 
banding the sam e fertilizerr tre a t­ 
ment under the bed produced 578 
pounds of 
lint 
per acre which 
amounts to an additional increase 
ot 75 pounds of lint per acre over 
the yield produced by the starter 


1 application. 
Of course, w’e recommend ferti- 
j lizing cotton as w'ell as other crops 
j according to soil test. If you have 
1 had soil tested recently, you will 
; notice that the recommendations 
| call for banding considerable ferti- 
j lizer in the row. If your soil is low 
I in phosphate and potash, you will 
also notice that your recommenda­ 
tion will also call for broadcasting 
som e phosphate and potash and 
plowing it down and applying the 
banded treatment in addition. 


Slay In Or Gel Out 


COLUMBIA. Mo. — Automation 
m ay mean, the difference between 
staying in the livestock business or 
having to get out, according to 
Ralph Ricketts, extension agricul­ 
tural engineer at the University of 
Missouri. 
Ricketts spoke on feeding layouts 
and equipment to livestock produc­ 
ers attending the annual Livestock 
Day. 
Feeding 
automation 
can 
help 
Missouri producers compete with 
other livestock areas. “We are in 
competition with others — wheth­ 
er we like it or not,” Ricketts said. 
Automation tends toward larger 
operations and greater specializa­ 
tion. However, Ricketts indicated 
he didn’t think big feeders will 
take over livestock production. 
“The family - sized farms will 
be producing livestock in Missouri 
for a long tim e,” 
Ricketts said. 
“ It may be changed 
from 
the 
family - sized farm of the past — 
but it wdll still be the family - 
sized farm." 
Automation doesn’t always mean 
bigness, Ricketts told the stock­ 
men. “Many of you want to make 
feeding easier so you can operate 
with your own labor. Others want 
to spend more time on other jobs 
! such as raising crops.” 
Farmers switching to automa­ 
tion were advised to watch over­ 
head costs. Over 
optimism 
can 
: lead 
to 
spending 
more 
money 
than we can possibly get back, 
; Ricketts said. 
It’s better to grow into automa­ 
tion, rather than plunging in. This 
way we make fewer mistakes and 
learn as we go along. Automation 
ususally takes better management 
than old feeding system s, Ricketts 
1 said.

This week jou can begin the 
first plantings 
of warm 
season 
vegetables, but limit the plantings 
to sweet corn 
and 
bush 
beans. 
Cool season crops that still can be 
planted include spinach, mustard, 
and radishes. 
According to 
the latest 30-day 
weather forecast, Missouri will be 
cool and dry during this period. 
These conditions are nearly ideal 
for all you spring planted crops — 
crops that make their best growth 
during cool weather. 
It means also, that you shouldn’t 
get In too big a hurry to set out to­ 
matoes, peppers, sw’eet potatoes, 
cucumbers, cantaloupes, and wa­ 
termelons, 
These 
vegetables 
do 
well only after the w'eather has 
warmed up. Actually you shouldn’t 
set out these vegetables until aft­ 
er the frost free date for j*our 
area. 
Around Columbia the frost free 
date is about May 10. As you 
go ^outh. except for the Ozark pla­ 
teau area, the frost free date is 
about a week earlier. The north­ 
ern tier of two or three counties 
would have a frost free date of 
about May 15. only the bootheel 
counties is the frost free date as 
early a* April 30th. 
Now let’s get back to sweet corn 
and bush beans. The sweet com 
variety picure gets more confus­ 
ing every year. So many new var­ 
ieties appear each year and many 
are next especially adapted to Mis­ 
souri growing conditions. 
Following is a list of proven var­ 
ieties — varieties we know have 
been successfully growm in Mis­ 
souri. 
GOLD RUSH — probably one of 
the best early maturing varieties. 
Varieties earlier than Gold Rush 
have usually proven inferior. 
F-M CROSS — a relatively recent 
introduction. Probably one of the 
best medium early varieties. 
GOLDEN CROSS 
BANTAM 
— 
still one of the best mid-season 
varieties 
Although it has 
some 
disadvantages, a good strain that 
can hardly be beat for quality. 
STOWELL’S EVERGREEN HY­ 
BRID — a vigorous grower, per­ 
haps the best late variety of sw'eet 
corn. This is a white sweet corn. 
Instead of making plantings of 
sw eet corn every week or so to 
try to have a continuous supply of 
fresh corn, consider the following 
suggestion. Obtain all four of the 
varieties described. Plant them in 
small blocks of at least two or 
three rows to aid in pollination. 
Gold Rush w'ill mature in about 
70 days; F-M Cross, about 79 days; 
(k>lden Cross Bantam. 85 days; 
and StowelJ’s Evergreen Hybrid, 
93 days. This gives you almost a 
continuous harvest for about 30 
days. 
With bush beans, you again have 
a wide choice of varieties. But 
don’t forget two farieites that have 
performed remarkably w'ell during 
the past 10 years, Topcrop and 
Contender. Both varieties are high 
yielders of excellent quality. Con-

COLUMBIA, Mo. — Increased 
agricultural research and a col­ 
lege education for m ore boys who 
want to farm are the two most 
im portant factors for an advanc­ 
ing agriculture, M issouri livestock 
m en w'ere told here today. 
The speaker was H. H. Stonaker, 
professor of anim al 
science at 
Colorado

spoke at the annual University of 
Missouri Livestock Day program 
held on cam pus. 
Stonaker labeled as short sight­ 
ed and m isleading 
two 
current 
ideas some hold about agriculture: 
(1)

or stopped 
because

present 
abundant supplies of some farm 
products. (2) That there is no fu­ 
ture on the farm . 
Looking ahead, Stonaker said he 
believes that agriculture in the fu­ 
ture will operate increasingly in a 
free world m arket.

The Colorado scientist gave cre­ 
dit for this abundant agricultural 
production to research, know - 
how. and big farm s which are high­ 
ly adaptable to autom ation.

Pre-emergence Weed Control 
IN Cotton 
Cotton planting time is here, and 
indications lire that lots of farm ­ 
ers are planning to control weeds 
rn cotton this year by the use of 
pre-embrghnce weed control chem­ 
icals. 
It takes lots of money to pro­ 
duce I cotton crop, and labor costs 
make up a high proportion of the 
total production costs. Complete 
cottoh production records 
were 
kept pit 27 firm s throughout. South­ 
east Missouri in 1960, and a sum­ 
mary of these records revealed 
that in average of $133.97 per 
acre 
dr 
$21.89 
per 
hundred 
pounds of lint produced were re­ 
quired to produce a cotton crop 
on these 
farms. 
Labor 
costs 
amount to 24.2 percent of the total 
production costs. Since labor costs 
accodht for such a high proportion 
of the total production costs and 
since chemicals offer so much pos­ 
s ib ly fbi reducihg labor costs, this 
is a good place to start. In South­ 
east Missouri experimental plots in 
1960, Divron, commonly known by 
the trld e nam e Karmex DL, used 
according to recommendations re­ 
duced the amount of hoe labor re­ 
quired by is much as 17.7 hours 
per acre. This adds up to a sav­ 
ing of $4.50 to 9.00 per acre on 
weed control costs. 
Two pre-emergence weed con­ 
trol chemicals including Divron 
and Cipc are recommended for use 
rn cotton fields by the Missouri 
College of Agriculture. Divron is 
recommended at the rates rang­ 
ing from one pound per acre on 
light soils to 1.5 pounds per acre 
on heavy clay soils. CIPC is rec­ 
ommended at rates ranging from 
six pounds per acre on light soils 
to nine pounds per acre on heavy 
soils. These rates of application 
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are based on overall 
coverage 
and should be adjusted in accord­ 
ance with the proportion of row 
width covered by the treated band. 
We have copies of mimeograph­ 
ed information entitled “Chemical 
Weed Control'’ for Missouri Cot­ 
ton Producers which outlines rec­ 
ommendations of the College of 
Agriculture pertaining to the use 
of weed control chemicals, equip­ 
ment for chemical weed control, 
and information to use in calibrat­ 
ing a sprayer to apply the proper 
amount of chemical. You m a y ob­ 
ta in a copy by contracting the Un­ 
iversity Extension Center in Bloom­ 
field. 
Banding fertilizer containing ni­ 
trogen, phosphate, and potash near 
the row will result in higher yields 
of cotton, according to the results 
of experimental work conducted 
by the University of Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
There experiments were conduct­ 
ed on both sandy loam and “gum­ 
bo” or heavy clay soils. Four years 
average results obtained on sandy 
loam 
soils 
showed 
that 
400 
pounds of a complete 
fertilizer 
applied as a starter produced 685 
pounds of lint cotton per 
acre 
compared to 586 pounds produced 
where the same fertilizer applica­ 
tion was broadcast and plowed 
down. Four year average results 
on aheavy clay soils showed that 
504 pounds of lint per acre w’ere 
produced where 400 pounds of a 
complete fertilizer were applied 
as a starter 
compared 
to 
392 
pounds produced where the same 
fertilizer treatm ent was broadcast 
and plowed down. Incidentally, on 
the heavy clay soil, the five-year 
average results also showed that 
banding the same fertilizer treat­ 
ment under the bed produced 578 
pounds of lint per acre which 
amounts to an additional increase 
of 75 pounds of lint per acre over 
the yield produced by the starter 


application. 
Of course, we recommend ferti­ 
lizing cotton as well as other crops 
according to soil test. If you have 
had soil tested recently, you will 
notice that the recommendations 
I call for banding considerable ferti- 
j lizer in the row. If your soil is low 
la phosphate and potash, you will 
also notice that your recommenda­ 
tion will also call for broadcasting 
some phosphate and potash and 
plowing it down and applying the 
banded treatm ent in addition.

IN THE

This week jou can begin the

Instead of making plantings of 
sweet cora every week or so to 
try to have a continuous supply of 
fresh cora, consider the following 
suggestion. Obtain all four (rf the 
varieties described. Plant them in 
small blocks of at least two or 
three rows to aid In pollination. 
Gold Rush will m ature in about 
70 days; F-M Cross, about 79 days; 
Golden Cross Bantam. 85 days; 
and Stowell’* Evergreen Hybrid, 
93 days. This gives you almost a 
continuous harvest for about 30 
days. 
With bush beans, you again have 
a wide choice of varieties. But 
don’t forget two farieites that have 
performed rem arkably well during 
the past IO years, Topcrop and 
Contender.

One of 
these combined with norm al cul­ 
tural practices should control your 
grass and weed problem. 
Another good way to get the up­ 
per hand oil weeds in soybeans is 
to delay planting a few days after 
plowing so that you can disk un­ 
der a crop or two of germ inating 
weeds before planting. This works 
well because soy beans planted any­ 
tim e between now and early June 
have been shown to yield about the 
sam e over a period of years, so 
actual planting date isn't very crit­ 
ical. Of course, if you wait right 
up to mid - june w eather condi- 
tios m ight hold you back and force 
late June plantinsg which would 
late .June planting which would 
cut your yields.

Another good way to get the up­ 
per hand od weeds in soybeans is 
to delay planting a few days after 
plowing so that you can disk un­ 
der a crop or two of germ inating 
weeds before planting. This works 
well because soybeans planted any­ 
tim e between now and early June 
have been shown to yield about the 
sam e over a period of years, so 
actual planting date isn t very crit­ 
ical.

One of the best aids to regular 
cultivation is the use of a rotary 
hoe.

If the rotary hoe is to do a good 
job it m ust be used at the right 
time.

Sometimes w eather condi­ 
tions m ake it hard to be tim ely. 
Severaiy years of trials at the Mis­ 
souri Experim ent Station 
have 
shown the rotary hoe can do a good 
job even if the ground is fairly 
wet; provided that it is not so 
wet that the tracto r sinks rn go­ 
ing across the field. 
You can use a rotary hoe on 
beans as needed until they are 6-8 
inches tall. Do not use the hoe dur­ 
ing that tim e when beans are in 
the “ crook” stage, just as they are 
coming up.

Cultivate 
shallow, 
preferably 
with cultivator sweeps, so as to 
destroy weeds while pruning as 
few’ roots as possible. 
Tile practices of destroying some 
weed crops before planting, tim e­ 
ly use of a rotary hoe, and shal­ 
low, clean cultivations will do the 
job ii your weed problem s are not 
serious. 
lf you have a really serious weed

We see no sound objection to the 
plan to withhold the federal in­ 
come tax on dividends and interest. 
The Treasury 
says 
this 
device 
would bring 600 million dollars into 
the coffers each year. If so. this 
can be a move to help balance the 
budget without increasing the tax 
rate. 
Of course the 
withholding 
job 
would be an added inconvenience 
to business, the banks and the sav­ 
ings organizations. But, certainly, 
it would be preferable to higher 
taxes.

The Farm Problem 
Ezra Taft Benson was in town 
last week and made a sage com­ 
ment tm the “farm problem.” In 
this country, of course, the problem 
is abundance. 
Our efficient American farmer* 
grow more food than we can eat 
or Bell abroad. Washington encour­ 
ages this by guaranteeing a high 
fixed price for most staple crop?. 
As a result, farmers pile up 
growing surpluses of wheat, corn, 
cotton, butter and cheese in Fed­ 
eral storage bins. Now there is 
talk of putting turkey farmers, po­ 
tato growers and bee - keepers un­ 
der price props. 
Benson said the economics of the 
farm problem is simple — but 
“the polities of the problem” are 
baffling. 
What former President Dwight 
Eisenhower’s farm expert meant 
was that basically the return to a 
free market would solve our diffi­ 
culties. Unfortunately, it is almost 
dogma with the Democratic party 
that the only way to solve the farm 
problem is put it under more and 
more government controls. 
Yesterday. President Kennedy’s 
new farm message reflected hts 
party’s philosophy. It urged more 
land be taken out of production, 
but that the Government guaran­ 
tee high prices for the crops grown 
on the remainder.

Dividend Withholding: A 
Break For Taxpayers 
Wa sea no sound objection to th® 
plan to withhold the federal in­ 
come tax on dividends and interest. 
The Treasury says 
this device 
would bring 600 million dollars Into 
the coffers each year. If so. this 
can be a move to help balance the 
budget without increasing the tax 
rate. 
Of course the withholding job 
would be an added inconvenience 
to business, the banks and the sav­ 
ings organizations. But, certainly, 
it would be preferable to higher 
taxes. 
Business already suffers 
from a tax overload that obviously 
is a wet blanket on the economy. 
Withholding on dividends and in­ 
terest would be expected to root 
out many people who are cheating 
everyone else by not paying their 
fair share under the present tax 
law. The fairness of the law itself 
is another matter. Later this year, 
the President intends to submit a 
comprehensive tax reform propos­ 
al to Congress. But general tax 
action In 1962 is virtually impos­ 
sible. 
The withholding proposal is a 
part of the revenue package sub­ 
mitted to Congress last year. The 
House ways and means committee 
has been studying it carefully and 
is writing its own bill. Last year 
it was thinking of a 16 2-3 per cent 
deduction on dividends and inter­ 
est but has now returned to the 
20 per cent figure. We do not think 
the higher percentage is unreason­ 
able, particularly if there are pro­ 
visions for quick refunds in cases 
of overwithholding. 
The withholding plan should not 
be confused with another adminis­ 
tration proposal: To rejteal the $50 
dividend exclusion and 4 per cent 
dividend credit. That is another 
matter. It would work against the 
President’s stated purpose of ach­ 
ieving more rapid national growth, 
for it would weaken the sources of 
investment capital that business 
needs for growth. 
Withholding on dividends and in­ 
terest would be a means of enfor­ 
cement for the Treasury which has 
discovered that 
more 
rigid en­ 
forcement through other methods 
is prohibitively expensive. It would 
be a break for the millions who 
conscientiously pay every penny of 
tax they owe.
